SINCE your Excellency left us, I ham done 
what I could to bring the council todeclarc 
their opinion about the reducing of gold, but 
though much the greater part think it is what 
ought to be done, ytet they are fo afraid of die 
HMife of Commons, that I have not been able to 
bring them to fay as much. 

My brother juftices are both againft the coun^ 
cil giving their opinion in the matter; fb that 
at the council held to day on that fubjed, it was 
to no purpofe to prefs it ; it was almoft with dif- 
ficulty that we got the affair recommitted in 
order to draw up a letter to your Excellency 
with an hiflofical narration of what has pafTed 
in . council relating to the coin, fince the year 
17 1 U with particular orders to infert the refolu« 
tions of the cdnunittee 1729, relating to gold 
suid;.filver coins, that the whole may be laid 
befo^ his Majefty. . 

Sir RiJph Gore wotild fain have the game of 
laft fummer played ovtt again, by hearing the 
merdbafits and receiving petitions, but my Lord 
Chancdlpr and I are refolved not to peripit it. 

^e . conunittee are to meet on Monday and 
mv.Ldrd.CKJuS^ has pi^omifed to have a coun- 
df and fend a^y thofe refolutions with a letter' 
byT^Aj^spoft,

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I find by Sir Ralph Gore*s propofal to day, that 
the merchants are now as fome of them laft 3rear 
were, for raifing foreign filver, though nothing 
be done about the gold ; but as the whole view 
of this is to carry on their prefent gainful trade of 
importing gold land carrying out filver, by the 
help of foreign filver, now the trade begins to 
fail for want of Englijh filver, xiiy Lord Chancels 
lor and I Hiall take care to prevent any fuch ap* 
plication from iht council. 

I am (brry I can give no better account of this 
afiair, but my endeavours have not been want- 
ing to make things go better.

Ha(f the laft of thefe fhewn any fpirit^ a]l 
woidd have gone rights and I believe moft of the 
(iommoners would nave had. courage to do what 
they think is right. But when they fee their go* 
vemors afraid of the Houfe of Commons, how 
can* we expe£t courage in the members of that 
Houfe. Tne Lords in the council have courage 
to do the right thing, but it is to no purpofe to 
pufli at what two of the Lords Juftices will 
not fign. 

I gave your Excellency a hint of this before 
you left us, and then foreboded what I now am 
more certain of, the difficulties the government 
here will lye under, if any accident fhould hap- 
pen, that requires a little courage. 

I think we (hall fend your Lordfhip the refolu-^ 
tion of the committee of council about the alte- 
ratipDs propofed laft fummer, without daring £b 
much as to delire your Excellency to lay them 
before his Majefty. 

The warm men of the Houfe are as noify about 
town againft the reduftion of gold, as they were 
in the houfe. But I have had feveral others 
of fa(hion to beg it may be done to fave us 
from ruin. 

All the hopes now left us are, that your Ex- 
:ellency will from the refolutions of both Houfes, 
uid the papers fent from the cpuncil (though 
MTithout any refolution, or (b much as defiring 
froor Excellency to lay them before his Majefly) 
cake occafion to move his Majefty to refer the

I Have formerly troubled your Grace with ^ome 
accounts of the diftrefs we are in herejppi; 
t^ant of iSlver, and the proper remedy of ijhisj 
evil, by a redudlion of our gold to the va)up it 
obtains in England^ and railing the foreigp filver 
to near the middle price it bears in England. 

The privy council here have more than oijjCft 
had this affair under confideration, and 4 cotr^r 
mittee of council lafl: fummer had fettled the 
value they prdpofed gold and filver fhould pafs 
for here, if approved by his Majefty : but as our 
bankers and other remitters find their advantage 
in Ae. prcfent difproportionatc value of our gpld 
and filver, they railed a great oppofition to any 
redu(%ion of gold here, and f(;t on Ipot pQti-- 
tioQs againft it: As we were 9t that ^e in a 
• ' ftatc* 
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ftate of ikmine^ and ifobody coifld tell how our. 
iritvtft might prote, it was thought proper to 
dkf<ir pttxreediilg iil that affait, left any misfor- 
tune of any other kind might be imputed to 
filch icduftlon. But much the greateft part of 
tUfc council were tlien of opinion, that the altera- 
tions drawn up by the committee, were the pro- 
per remedy for our evil. 

This affair has fince been tiken up by the 
commons, but the weight of the. bankers in that 
houfe is fuch, that very early in the feil^ons they 
carried a vote that the moidore fhould not be re- 
duced : the carrying of that vote hindered their 
doing any thing farther for a great while, becaufe 
the houfe wire fenfible they had been wrong in 
that ftep. 

About a d&y before the parlianient rpfe, the 
Lords pafled a refoliktion^ that our want of filver 
was occafioned by our gold and filver not bearing 
a proportionable value to what they bear in Eng-- 
Umdi and to defire the Lord Lieutenant to get 
this evil cured in the proper method. What was 
tho opinion of the Lords was, that the gold was 
over-rated ; but they avoided faying fo much, be- 
catife the commons had already voted that a moi- 
dore Should not be redticed. 

When the commons ixiet the laft day of our 
fe/fidn; they fell into a great heat about the 
Lords refolutiofts; and talked of laying the key oi 
the Ifoafe on thie table, in order not to be inter- 
niptied by a meilkge from my-Lord Lieutenant^ 
and pafiiid a yfOBt in that heat agaihft lowering^tbe 
gdld^ ttt all The warmth of the houfe was fuch, 

that 
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that though. mod of the mpmb^cs who know 
any thing of the fubjeft of coins, thought the 
houfe were voting wrong ; yet they found it ta 
no purpofe to make any oppofition. 

Things being in this cafe» my Lord Lieutenant 
acquainted the council with the refolutions of the 
Lord« and Commons^ and defired their advice ia 
the matter ; which, I thinks I may fay they pro- 
mifed to give: I am fure it is their duty to 
give it: but upon our holding a council after 
my Lord's departure, on this fuhje^t, too many 
of the council exprefled a fear of offending the 
Commons, though one great bufinefs of the coun-- 
cil is to be a check upon both J^rds and Com* 
tXLons, and did not care to give : their opinion. 
All they could be brought to was, to fend over 
to my Lord Lieutenant an accdunt of what has 
paffed in the council fince the year 1711, rela-^ 
ting to the coin, and the reiblutibns of the com- 
mittee of council in 1729, about fettling their 
value. But both ia that account, and in. their 
letter to my Lord Lieutenant, they (hew thev 
lean to the opinion of reducing the gold, thougn 
they had not courage to fpeak out. 

As this is our' prefent cafe, through the influ- 
ence of the bankers and remitters on the Houfe 
oi Commons, and the timidly of the council, 
the 99ly remedy remaining for our evil is, if 
bis. Majefly will be pleafed to refer the refo- 
lutions of the committee of council 1729, traoA 
quitted to my Lord Lieutenants to hi^ officers 
of the mint, and if upoa their report thofe re- 
.,. folutions 
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iplutions are thought reaibnable» to f^nd his or- 
ders hither for a proclamation to ifTue accordingly, 

I ha^e had ieveral worthy men both Lords 
and Cominoners with me, begging that I would 
go oh with this aiFair, notwithfta'ndiiig the heats 
about it, fince our manufadtures and retail trad« 
arc under the laft diftrefs for want of filver. 
The lowed jprice of changing a moidbre in moft 
parts beine 8 d. and often i j. or more. 

The resolutions of that committee 1729, arc 
to be feen in a printed vindication of the altera- 
tions intended to be made by the council in the 
value of the coins current in this kingdom, which 
I undcrftand was fcnt your Grace. 

Whether foreign filver be raifed or not, as in 
that fcheme, is not of that great confequence, 
though the raifing of it will be of fotne fervice to 
us, but the lowering of the gold, "as- is there pro* 
pofed, is of the laft confequence* to -lis. 

If his Majefty would be gracioully pleafed to 
order fuch a proclamation, the bankers who have 
made all the difturbances and oppbfition to this 
redudion, are the very people that would labour 
to keep every thing quiet, becaufe any diftur* 
bance on fuch a proclamation, will end in a rua 
on them/elves. 

And the certainty of our having filver, and the 
benefit to our trade by it will fo foon appear^ 
that I am fure before another feflion of parlia* 
ment, th« face of affairs will be fo altered, that 
every honeft man in or out of the Houfe of Com- 
(Qons^ will be thankful for the change. 

If 
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If 1 did not think this an affair 6f the 1^ im^ 
bbrtance to the welfare of this ldhgdoni» and cdh- 
iequentiy to his Majefty*s fervicie here, I iho^d 
he for holdiiig iny peace (as is the behaviour of 
fbme other of his Majefty's fervants here) and let 
die nation labour under its preient diftrefs, till 
they come to a better mind *. I am.

THE number of papifts in this kingdom is 
£> great, that it is. of the utmost: ^ronfe- 
3 pence to the :proteftant intereft here, to bring 
lem over by all Chriflian methods to the Church 
of, Ire/an J. In order to do this, we are labouring 
to jncreajfe the number of Churches and of par- 
ionage houfi^ for the benefit of refident incum- 
bents ; and have pafled ibme ads the three hA 
iefiions, to come at glebes for the .clergy txy live 
oq, the greatoft; part of the. livings here haying 
neither houfe nor land belonging to them. 
- Bat the ignbrance and obflmacy of the adult jpa* 
pifb is fuch, that there is not much hopeof con<- 
v: .. verting 
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verting them. But we have hopes if we could 
ered a number of fchools to teach their children 
the Englijh tongue^ and the principles of the 
Chriftian religion, that we could do fome good 
among the generation that is growing up. And as 
we find this defign has been carried on with good 
fuccefs in Scotland^ under the conduA of a corpo? 
ration eredted in that country by his late Majefty^ 
we hope we may have the fame fuccefs under a 
like corporation in this kingdom : and great num* 
bers of nobility and gentry have expreued a wil- 
linenefs to come into fubfcriptions for that end^- 
if there were a corporation eflablifhed here to take 
on them the management of fchools for inftruA- 
ing the popifh youth. 

This has been the occafion that the principal 
nobility, gentry, and clergy here have joined in 
an addrefs to his Majefty, to ere£t fuch a corpo« 
ration here, in fuch manner as his Majefty mall 
judge proper, which we defired the Lord Lieute* 
nant to lay before his Majefty. A copy of this 
addrefs I have hereby fent your Grace, by which 
you will fee the bad ftate the proteftant religion* 
is in here. 

And I make it my reqiieft to your Grace in my 
own name, and that of my brethren the Bifhops, 
that you would be pfeafed to give your counte- 
nance to our addrefs, that we may obtain the char- 
ter * wc defire.

I Y feme letters which have been (hewn me 
here, I find his Majefty and your Excel- 
lency have been very much (bllicited in behalf of 
Mr. Daniel Kimberly^ but that your Excellency 
was of the fame opinion as we were of here, that 
the crhne was fo common in this country, a$ 
well' as fo heinous in itfelf, that there was no room 
for mercy. 

We have had a great deal of trouble here in 
this affair, by giving way to Sir Ralph Gore's de^ 
fire to reprieve him from JVednefday Xxi Saturday 
lafl: week : upon which Mr. Kimberfy got an. c^* 
nioA fi-om an obfure lawyer, that by' his bemg 
reprieveidf the iheriff' could not lawfully execute 
him, till there was a new rule of court made 
about ^bim,. the day being lapfed on which he 
ought to have been executed by the firft order of 
court. The fberiff* was at a ftaq'd upon this^; 
but advifed with Mr* Juftice Bernard and fbme- 
other hwyecs, who afiTored him the reprieve did. 
not cancel th^ order, but only fufpended it f6r- 
{o many days, ^ri' Saturday laft we had the

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Seijeant Bowes^ to conTult with, who were all o£ 
opinion that the iheriff could execute him on the 
day to which he was reprieved. But fome of 
them faying they had not thoroughly ftudied the 
point, we thought fit to reprieve him till yefler- 
day, and fent to the Prime Serjeant, Attorney, 
Sollicitor, and Mr. Btnves, to have their opinion 
in writing on this fubjeA, which they gave in on 
^wfday^ agreeing that he might be executed at 
the expiration of the reprieve, without any new 
ocden Upon this, fince the prerogative was 
deeply concerned, that the granting of a reprieve 
for a few days fhould not be carried to reprieve ^ 
malefaAor till next term, and fince fuch a prece-*. 
dent mufl probably have raifed fcruples in every 
fhcriflf in Ireland^ whether after any reprieve they 
could without a new order from the Judge exe- 
cute a criminal, we thought fit to give no farther 
reprieve, and he was executed yeflerday. 

I muft own I was very much furprized . at this 
difficulty being raifed here, having not heard the 
leafl hint of any fucH thing in England*, but I 
think the affair is now fo fettled, tnat for fome 
time at leafl no attempt of this nature is likely to 
be made on the prerogative here. 
. J thought it my duty to give your Excellency 
this fhort account of an afTair, that has given us 
more trouble than I think it need have done.

YOUR Excellency by the laft mail will re- 
ceive two applications about fome livings 
vacant by the death of Mr. Martin ; one from 
Mr. Gardiner^ in behalf of his nephew; the 
other from another gentleman for the vicarages 
of Eri and C/aragA. 

I have been able to meet with nobody that can 
give a diftindl account of what livings Mr. Mar^ 
tin had, and whether the living Mr. Gardiner 
applies for is either the living of ErJk or Claragb ; 
if it be, he applies for it by fome other name. 

I need fay nothing in favour of Mr. Gardiner's 
petition, fince I am fure he wants no recommen- 
dation to your Lordfliip s favour. 

I have fince received a letter from the Bifhop 
of OJforyy in favour of Mr. John Ready to whom 
he has lately given the Church of St. Mary in 
Kilkenny y which he fays is a moft laborious cure, 
and not worth above 60 /. per ann. and he de- 
fires that your Excellency would be pleafed to 
give Mr. Read the reftory of Claragb^ not worth 
above 30 /. per ann. which is contiguous to St. 
Marys, and has no Church, but the parifhio- 
ners conftantly refort to St. Mary's. Claragb 
his Lordfliip fays, has often been given to the 
Minifter of St Marys^ to help him out ; and 
this he afifures me is the true cafe of thefe pariflies. 

I thought 
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I thought proper to fend your Excellency this 
reprefentation of the Bifhop of OJfory^ that we 
may know your Excellency's pleafure.

But 
though I have taken what pains I could in the 
matter, and have dcfired my brethren to concur 
with what your Lordfhip propofes, by drawing 
up the diredling claufe of the warrant agree- 
ably to what has been fettled to be the meaning 
of his Majefty's letters, yet I have not been able 
as yet to prevail with them. 

They fecm chiefly to infift on it's being wrong 
to fign a w^arrant purfuant to letters in which part 
is not agreeable to ad of parliament, and are ap- 
prehenfive, that as thofe letters of courfe are be- 
fore the Houfe of Commons every feflion, it may 
furnifh a handle for railing fome heats there. 

And on the other fide, they make a difficulty 
of explaining the fenfe of his Majefty's letters in 
the diredting claule of the warrant, though it is 
putting no other fenfe on the King's letters, than 
what is fettled with your Grace, as we fuppofe 
with the knowledge of the reft of the miniftry. 

I have on this occafion given them fuch hints

My Lord, Dublin^ Apr. 21. 1731. 

THE terrible diftrefs we arc under in this 
nation, upon account of the difproportio- 
nate value of our gold and filver coins, to what 
they bear in England^ and the want of filver confe- 
quent upon it, is what your Grace has probably 
heard ot, and what I fhall take the liberty to 
write more to your Lordfhip about, if I am encou- 
raged by your Grace to do it. 

But beiide the want of filver, the ordinary peo- 
ple here are under the laft diftrefs for want of 
copper money : of this I met with complaints 
laft year at every place in the vifitation of my 
province ; and it is what is every day complained 
of in this town. Tradefmen that retail, and poor 
people are forced to pay for getting their little filver 
changed into copper, and are forced to take raps , 
or counterfeit half-pence, of little more than a 
quarter of the value of an Englijh half-penny, 
which has encouraged feveral fuch coiners, and 
muft end in the great lofs of the poor, whenever 
they pafs no longer; and the farther that time is 
put off, the greater the lofs will be. 

As we have long laboured under this calamity, 
the Houfe of Lords towards the clofe of the laft 
feffions, applied to the then Lord Lieutenant, to 
defire his Majefty to let us have 15,000 /. coined 
in farthings and half-pence^ of the fame finenefs 
Vol. II. D as

as the Englijh copper money^ at the rate of 26 d. 
the pound of copper^ as we then thought that 
24//. were coined in England out of a pound 
of copper, the Englijh had 24^. upon the bottom 
of two (hillings Englijh going for 26 d. here, and 
that what profit arofe from this coinage might go 
to the ufe of the publick here. 

I was the perfon that moved for this addrefs, 
and added the latter part, upon an aiTurance I had 
from my Lord Carteret that his Majefty had pro- 
mifed to grant us as much^ if we deiired it. 

There was likewiie a refolution pafTed in the 
Houfe of Commons, probably on occafion of this 
addrefs of the Houfe of Lords, that it would be 
for the benefit of the nation to have a mint erected 
here, without any mention of any copper, filver, 
or gold coinage. 

What my Lord Carteret did at his return to 
England in this affair, I know not, as he never 
fent us any letter about it. 

And thus things have reftcd, till fome time 
ago, when my Lord Forbes made application to 
me, that confidcring the deplorable condition the 
poor were in for waut of copper money, it would 
be of the greatcft fervice to get fome ; and that 
by fome difcourfe he had had with Mr. Conduit^ 
Warden of the Mint, he fancied we might buy a 
quantity from the mint, for this nation, and that 
he and many others would readily advance a fum 
of money, if I thought proper, and would join 
in it. 1 told him how fenfible I was of the great 
diftrefs the poor were in here for want of copper, 
and that I would join in any fuch undertaking. 

He 
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He then promifed to write to Mr. Conduit on this 
fubjedty to know whether we might be private 
purchafers, or muft apply to his Majefly for leave 
to have focne copper coined, fince we wanted 
copper in another proportion to the EngliJIo (hil- 
ling than what it bears in England. He fome 
time after received an anfwer from Mr. Conduit ^ 
that nothing could be done for us without his 
Majefty's leave, and fent an eftimate of the coin- 
age as in Englandf and as would be proper for 
us, • a copy of which I have here fent your 
Grace, with what he apprehended would be the 
gain upon it. 

Upon Lord Forbes's communicating this to 
me I talked with my brethren the Lords Juf- 
tices on the fubjed, who concurred with me 
in opinion, that fuch a copper coinage was both 
exceedingly ufeful and neceffary, and that it 
would be of fervice to have it as foon as poffible, 
confidering our prefent diftrefs> fmce though the 
parliament (hould come into proper meafures 
about it> it could not be brought to bear in lefs 
than iiine or twelve months, but in this way it 
could be brought to bear in three months. 

We have fince founded fome of the council 
about this affair, who concur with our fenti- 
ments, and we had in part refolved upon having 
a council, in order to apply to your Grace about 
this affair, but we have fince confidered that we 
would not direOly apply to your Grace with the 
weight of the council, till we had previoufly ac- 
quainted your Grace with the matter, and in part 
knew how you were difpofed ; and befides^ if it 

D 2 were 
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were once known that fuch an application was 
made to your Grace, it would give feme obftnic* 
tion to the circulation of raps, which though it 
muft happen at lafl, we would not have happen 
without a remedy of better money following as 
foon after as may be. 

In Mr. Conduit'^ Icheme we find that only 23 ^ / 
are coined out of a pound weight of copper, (0 
• that to keep our copper money as near in intrin- 
iic value to the ^EngliJI^ copper as may be, wc 
propofe coining only 2^ Id. out of a pound 
weight of copper. 

•If your Grace gives us leave to apply, we think 
of applying only for 50 tuns, which will make 
1 1 ,900 /. Irijh, but we have no doubt but we (hall 
be prefled to apply for more foon; nor do I 
tliink that lefs tiian 150 or 200 tuns will anfwer 
the occafion ; but we are willing to be petitioned 
for more when the goodnefs of thefe and the want 
of more is feen by every body. 

.Mr. Conduit tells us about 1000/. will fet the 
affair a going, which we fliall raife here, without 
defiring any intereft or other profit by it. We 
propofe paying the money advanced into Mr. 
Gardiner'% hands, and to make the firft payment 
and let him receive the copper money as it is 
fcnt hither, and difpofe of it, and with the pro- 
duce anCwer any fubfequent payments, till the 
whole is difpofed of. So your Grace or the par- 
liafnent may have a Crown officer to examine 
about the gains, if you fhall think proper. 

As to the gains, Mr. Conduit does not allow 
for dedudlions which muft be made, which will 

ftrike 
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ifaike off above half the profit he computes ; as 
your Grace will fee by the fcheme -f-. No. II. 
mclofed. Indeed, if the exchange fliould prove 
but 10 per cent, which it poffibly may prove very 
fbon, the profit will be on Mr. Conduit's quantity 
202/. greater, and on ours 101 /. 

The refolution of the Lords relating to a copper 
coinage, and that of the Commons about a mint, 
were twice confidered in council^ whilft my Lord 
Carteret was Lord Lieutenant, and it was the 
opinion of every body that they were no ways in- 
confiftent, fince it might be for the good of the 
nation to have a mint, but as it would be long be- 
fore that could be cftabliflied and brought to 
work, it might at the fame be very proper to af- 
ford a more ipeedy remedy to our prcfent fufFcr- 
ings, which was what the Lords propofed. 

I think it my duty at the fame time that I ac- 
quaint you what was and ilill is, as far as I 
can learn, the fenfe of the privy council, to ac- 
quaint your Grace likewife, that by what I have 
been told, the view of fome warm men in the 
Houfe of Commons in moving that refolution 
about a mint, was, that as they are very zealous 
for a mint here, they were againft coining even 
copper at the tower, leaft it fliould mark out a way 
for coining gold and filver for us, if there were 
occafion, and it fhould appear by a plain experi- 
ment with how much greater expedition, eafe, 
• and cheapnefs we might have any money coined 
at the tower, than it can be coined here. 

I have now informed your Grace of our prc- 
fent wants of copper moneyj and the readieft 

• D 3 remedy 
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remedy for this evil, and likewife what are the 
views of thofc who poflibly intended to hinder 
the addrefs of the Houfe of Lords being com- 
plied with, for an immediate coinage of copper: 
and your Grace will be the beft judge whether 
you ought to encourage our immediate applica* 
tion for the coinage of 50 tun of copper at the 
tower, or will leave that affair to take what turn 
* may happen to be given it in parliament. 

And here I rtiuft inform your Grace that fomc 
of the moft underftanding men of the Commons 
tell me their opinibp is, that their Houfe will 
be able when they fit, to agree upon no prcfent 
remedy for our evil. 

As your Grace defigns to honour us with your 
company in a few months, if it be thought pro- 
per to do any thing in this affair, there is no time 
to be lofl.

I am very glad the ftorm is blown over for this 
feafoiij and I hope the open declarations their 
Majefty's were pleafed to make in favour of the 
rights of the clergy, may prevent any* new attack 
being haftily made on them. 

If I am not mifinformed^ your Lordfhip has 
been very ufefuUy employed in publifliing a fliort 
but full vindication of the rights of the clergy as 
to tythe. To which I have feen an anfwer, pub- 
lifhed, as the the title £iy8, by a member of par-, 
liament. I think we of the clergy ar^ very much 
obliged to that author, iince he (peaks pretty 
plain, that in his opinion, the nation ought to pay 
nothing to the clergy except they pleafc, and that 
the fewer the clergy are reduced to^ the better, 
for the natk)n. 

The rights of a free people feem to be carried 
a great length by fome people in England in 
their writings. In feveral pamphlets one of their 
rights has been aflerted to be, to publifh what 
they pleafe about religion, and another to publifh 
the fame about all affairs of ftate ; and tnis au- 
thor has now ftarted a tliird, which is, to be eafed 
from the burthen of tythes. I wifti the landed 
gentlemen would refledl, whether the next privi- 
lege of a free-born Englijhman may riot be to be 
excufed from the burthen of rents, iince the te- 
nants of England do almoft as much out-number 
the landlords, as the laity do the clergy. I muft 
own it is with great grief that I fee daily fuch 
things publifhed, and thofe liberties taken with 
peribns in power^ and fuch a difregard to all the 

rights 
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rights and properties of the fubjed):^ as I think 
muft by degrees end in fome publick difturbance. 
. As to the clergy in particular, I believe there 
never has been a time, when there -has been left 
rea(bn to complain of any oppreffions from the 
fpiritaal courts, or difafFedtion to the conflitution 
uian at prefent; and I cannot but think by' what 
I am informed, that one caufe of thefe attacks 
made on them, is from thofe who are very uneafjr 
to fee fo great a ftrength on the bench of Bifhops 
fupporting his Majefty and his miniftry ; but of 
this your Lordfhip is a better judge. 

But at the fame time, I cannot but believe that 
if there were fewer pluralities, and mo^-e of the 
clergy difcharged their duty on their livings, it 
would take off a great deal of that envy and 
malice which^ feems to be raifed. 

It is very happy for us of the clergy here, that 
our brethren in England are able to ftand their 
ground ; for if you are once born down, all that 
may pafs in England againft the clergy, will feem 
to be adls of calmnefs and temper, in refped: of 
thofe warm attacks that would foon be made on 
us here. 

I moft heartily wifli my brethren in England 
good fuccefs in maintaining their rights, and con* 
gratulate their having a pcrfon fo knowing and 
prudent as your Lordfliip to aflift and conduft 
them in the defence they are obliged to make of 
their property, againft fo unjuft and fo unreafon- 
able attempts.

I AM very much obliged to your Grace for 
taking in (o good part the late fmall return 
made by me for the many favours received of 
your Grace ; and (hall always fct* the higheft 
value on the continuance of your favour and 
friendfliip. 

I muft likewifp defire your Grace to acquaint 
the Dutchefs joi Newcajile how much I am obliged 
to her for the honour of her acknowledgments of 
my having befriended Mrs. Spence. 

I am glad the feflion of parliament is ended (a 
well in England^ and heartily wifh ours may fuc- 
ceed as well. 

We are very much obliged to your Grace for 
your zeal in the promoting of the afi: for explaining 
the naturalization adl, in which as you rightly 
obferve, the intereft of England and Ireland, and 
the honour of his Majefty's government are highly 
concerned. But we are appprehenfive here that 
three claufes which were added to that bill, as fent 
up by the Commons, will do fome mifchief here. 

As to the Irijh yarn bill, which was thrown 
out in the Houfe of Lords, I can aflure your 
Grace, that I am fully fatisfied the part you 
a£ted in that affair, was not out of any difregard 
to Ireland, but purely that you thought the re- 

jcaing 
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jefting of it at prcfcnt, was for the fervice of Eng'' 
land*. But at the fame time I mufl beg leave to 
* infomi your Grace, that it is my opinion upon 
converfing with the gentlemen of thofe parts of 
Ireland where mcft wool is run, that the paffing 
of that bill would have more effedhially prevented 
the running of wool from hence to France ^ than 
all the laws befides, which you in England or we 
in Ireland can devife, to prevent that clandeitine 
trade ; fince it would have made it the general inte- 
reft of the landed gentlemen^ and of dbe poor peo-* 
pie, every where to have endeavoured to hinder 
any wool being carried off from hence to France ; 
and I believe ^e gentry in thofe parts would have 
done their utmoft to prevent it. 

But at prefent, as you 'have done nothing in 
England to fet us an example of what you would 
expedl from us, unlels my Lord Lieutenant comes 
over with inftrudlions what it is that is defircd of 
us, I believe we fliall be put to it, to find out 
what method to take to hinder the running of 
wool. And after we have taken in the former 
feffions, one ftcp to encourage carrying our yarn 
to England by taking off a duty amounting to 
12,000 /. per ann. which muft be made good' by 
fome new duties, and after nothing has been done 
on the other fide agreeable to our hopes, not to 
fay to the promifes made us, I wifh the feffions

I Hope your Grace will have the goodnefs to 
cxcufe my giving you this trouble on^accoant 
of one of the bills now ferit over tp be laid before 
the privy council in England^ for rendering more 
cfFeAual an a(ft for the better fecuring of the 
government by difarming papifts ; fihce the pa- 
pifts here declare publickly, that they have eiti-r 
ployed agents on the other fide of the water to 
have the bill funk there. 

That your Grace may the better underftand 
the cafe, I muft beg leave to acquaint you that in 
the 7th of King Wtltiarmn aft was paflcd herd, 
entitled, an ad for the better fecuring the go- 
vernment by difarming papifts. The intent of 
which was not only to take away the arms then 
in the hands of papifts, but conftantly to keep 
them and their fuccefTors difarmcd ; and it has 
been the opinion of the Judges from time to time, 
that the law had forbid all papifts at any time to 
keep or carry arms. But upon a papift being in- 
dicted laft fummer affiles in the county of Gal-- 
way upon that adt, for carrying arms, though it 
was not difputed either that he was a papift, or 
carried arms, yet the jury were pleafed to acquit 
him. Upon this it has been underftood by the 
papifts every where, that the faid adl only con- 
cerned the papifts then living, and the arms they 

had 
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had in their pofTeflion at the time that ad was 
pafTed ; and upon talking with the Judges^ we 
find that aQ was drawn up fo ill, that there is 
too much room for fuch an opinion. This occa- 
iioned the Houfe of Lords to bring in heads of a 
bill to render that a£t more effe^ual, and this 
new adt is very little more than the old one cor- 
red^cd to what it was originally dcfigned for; only 
this being thought more prudent than to bring in 
a bill, which by it's very title (hould have owned 
that iGrft a£t to be grofsly defedtive. 

The power given in the old aft to the govern- 
ment to lic^nfc fuch papiAs to bear arms as they 
thought proper, is here continued, with a power 
of revoking fuch licenfes, when they fhall think 
fit, which was forgot in the former adt- The 
chief additions to this new bill are, that no pro- 
te/lant iervant to a papift fhall have any arms 
whilft he is in that fervice 5 for this was one way 
of eluding the adl, whiUl it was thought to be in 
force, to keep a proteflant fervant, who pretended 
to be the proprietor of all arms found in the houfe 
of his popifh mafter. That the proof of a per- 
fon bemg commonly reputed a papift, ihall be 
fufficient to convidl fuch perfon offending againfl 
this adt, except he prove nimfelf a proteflant, for 
on fome trials it was found very difficult to prove 
a man to be a papifl, though the whole country 
knew him to be fo. 

And another is, that no papifl fhall be on 
the jury in any trial upon this adt.

As what has happened has in a manner re- 
pealed the afl: of the 7th of King WUliamy {o far 
as relates to the difarming of papifts ; and as the 
papifls in Dublin have upon it put on fwords^ and 
thofe in the country in Conaught at leafl travel pub- 
lickly with fwords and fire-arms, we cannot tnink 
ourfclvcs nor the government here fafe, unlefs the 
aft we Jiow fend over be pafTed. The papifts by 
the moft mpdeft computation, are about five to 
one proteftant, but others think they cannot be 
left than fevcrt to one- And what ufe they have 
formerly mad^ of their arms in this kingdom, our 
hiftories give too melancholy an account of. 

And I can afTure your Grace, that the papifts 
in the country, before the defcdts of this adt were 
difcovered, were fo formidable, that Icarce any 
inagiftratc durft put any of the laws againft regu- 
lars, &c. in execution, for fear of being murther- 
cd, or having his houfes fired in the night. 
And if our prefent bill mifcarries, they will grow 
much more formidable and infolent; nor have the 
papifts fcrupled often giving threats againft every 
inagiftrate that was more aftive on any occafion 
than his neighbours. 

They had found out feveral evafions of the 
aft of the feventh of King William^ which we 
would willingly have prevented, but as fome 
difficulties arole in drawing up proper claufes for 
that purpofe, and too many in the Houfe of 
ppmrpops Ihew a jiifpofifion to favour the papifts 

fnorQ 
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more than is confident with the proteflant inte* 
reft here ; we have omitted all fuch claufes, and 
confined ourfelves to what was the undoubted in- 
tention of that adty and to fome new claufes 
which nobody can well objedb to^ to make it in 
fbme meafure efifedtual. 

And I muft beg of your Grace to ufe your in- 
tered with the council, to return us this bill 
without any ways weakening it; fince without 
this bill his Majefty's government will be in 

great danger here if any unhappy occafion abroad 
lould give the papifls a little more boldnefs 
than they have at prefent, and the prote/^ants 
will not be fafe in their perfons.

by an addrefs from the Lords Juftices and 
Privy-council for leave to have fifty tuns of copper 
coined at the tower, without any relation to any 
thing done either by the Lords or Commons here. 
Whereby all that would have been brought before 
the Treafury had been, whether his,Majefty 
would plcafe to let us have fifty tuns of coppet 
coined at the towier, at fuch a rate as anfwers to 
the Englijb copper coinage, and to permit the gain 
made by it to come to the ufe of the publick. 

And I can affure your Excellency that I have 
never heard of any application made by any but 
the privy council here to the King on any occa- 
fions relating to the coin, till laft fcflion. And 
fo far vvere the Houfe of Commons from think- 
ing it a point belonging to them, that Mr. Co- 
nolly acquainted my Lord Chancellor and me that 
a few years before I came hither there had been a 
comrhittee appointed by the Houfe of Commons, 
to confider at whaf value gold and filver coins 
ought to pafs hercj but after fome time fpent in 
it, they dropped making any report to the Houfe 
of vyhat refolutions they had come to in the 
committee, as thinking that an affair wholly be- 
longing to hi$ Majefty's prerogative. Nor had 
fhey meddled with it laft feflions but that the re- 
fijjtjfrs and mcrcliants of Cork thought it more 

to 
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to their advantage to have thifigs continue in 
their prefenc bad ftate^ than have them reforoM^ 
according to the rational fcheme defigned by tne 
privy council: and they were the perlbns who 
engaged (bme members in that houfe to drive 
them to the refolutions they came to : and the 
refolutions of the Houfe of Lords ♦ were defigned 
only as a ballance againft the hafty refolutions of 
the other houfe.

^i« of people, particnlarly the foldicrs, under the

obliging them to pay for the exchange of filver, 
.and to tal^e raps tnat are not of a fourth part of 
iht value of an En^f{/b half-penny. And their 
jneceilitied have encouraged Several wicked people 
to make counterfeit copper money at this time, 
which muft and in the great lofs of this nation. 
^ We therefore think it would be of great fcr- 
vice to his Majefty, and of great advantage to 
his good fubje(fts hercj if a quantity of good cop- 
per money were, as foon as conveniently may be, 
coined for the ufe of this kingdom. And we 
defire your Grace will be pleafed to obtain his 
Majefty's pcrmiflion, that we may have fifty 
tuns of copper coined at the mint, of the fame 
finenefs as the EngJiJh half-pence are coined of, 
part in half-pence, and part in farthings ; and 
that as the Englijh fhilling pafles with us for 13 d.

1 am fbrry it is in fo perplexed a manner, with fi> 
much regard to what pafled in the two houfes two 
ieflions ago: but your Grace will fee that in 
the opinion of the council, our neceflities require 
fuch a coinage, and that fpcedily. I firft opened 
the afiair upon receipt of Mr. Cory's * letter, in 
council, on Wednefday the 12th inflant, when 
we appointed a committee to confider the nnatter 
and make a report. My Lord Chancellor feemed 
to have a little courage then, Sir Ralph Gore was 
not then returned out of the country, laft Satur^ 
day we received the report from the committee, 
when my Lord Chancellor exprefled great fears 
of offending the Houfc of Commons, and the af- 
fair was re-committed. Sir Ralph Gore fpoke 
very plainly that he had laft feflions talked with 
ieveral members about what was defigned, that 
except Mr. Steven/on^ who wanted to have the 
coinage himfelf, every one approved the defign j 
and thought it beft to be done by the council, for 
fear of any unreafonable addition, if the affair was

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moved in the Houfe of Commons. I likewife af- 
fured them I had promifed fbme members to get 
the thing done, if they would keep it out of the 
houfe, which was accordingly done. However, 
my Lord Chancellor infifled on not concluding 
till the Lord Chief Juftice and Lord Chief Baron 
returned from the country ; and that notice (houM 
be taken of the refolutions of the Houfe of Lords 
and Commons two fefiions ago. Againft Wed* 
nefday the 19th the committee had the report 
ready agreeably to my Lord Chancellor's defire. 
In the debates we had, every body allowed it was

My Lords Dublin^ Nov. i. 1733. 

I Heartily thank your Lordfhip for the effedtual 
care you have taken of Mr. Stephens •{•, upon 
the death of Dr. Burton. He has in his letters to 
me expreiTed his grateful fenfe of the obligations 
he lies under to your Lordfhip on this occafion. 

I am obliged to your Lordfhip for fending me 
an account of the amendments defigned in the 
bill about ecclefiaflical jurifdi(^ion, and I think 
you was putting things upon a right foot ; but I 
do not wonder that the officers of the fpiritual 
courts were againft it. 

Since the opening of our parliament feveral dif- 
fenting minifters are come irom the north to fol- 
licit the repeal of the teft ; they are rather fan- 
guine in their hopes of fuccefs, if the government 
here lay it's whole weight to it. But by the beft 
information I can get, the fuccefs in the Houfe 
of Commons will be very doubtful with all the 
help (hat can be given them : and if it be brought 
in, whatever be the event of the bill, it will 
throw the whole country into very great heats. 
Our feffions, as far as it has gone, has been 

fretty uneafy, though I hope all will end well, 
have no doubt but yours will be very warm ; 
nor will the people be fuffered to cool till the new

My Lord, Dublin, Dec. i8, 1733. 

AS an afTair of great confequence is juft over 
with us, I mean the pu(h for repealing the 
teft in favour of the Diflcnters, I thought it 
my duty to acquaint your Grace how that af- 
fair ftiinds. 

V/hen my Lord Lieutenant firft came hither 
this time, he let the DiiTenters and others know, 
thr.t he had inftruftions, if it could be done, to 
^ct the tert repealed ; and he has fince fpoke to 
all any ways dependant on the government, as 
^vc!l as to others, whom he could hope to influ- 
tncc,* to difpofe them to concur with the de(ign> 
and lb have others done that have the honour to 
be in his Majefty's fervice. 

But it was unanimoufly agreed, that it was not 
proper to bring that affair into either houfe of par* 
1 lament till the fupply was fecured. However as 
the defign could not be kept fecret, and as the 

DifTenters 
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PifTenters fent up agents from the north to folli- 
cit the affair among the members of parliament, it 
foon occafioned a great ferment both in the two 
houfes and out of them, and brought a greater 
number of members to town than is ufual. There 
came likewife many of the clergy from the feveral 
parts of the kingdom to oppofe the de/ign ; and a 
pamphlet war was carried on for and againfl re- 
pealing the tcAf in which thofe who wrote for it 
(hewed the greateft temper. 

And thus the perfons who came to town to op- 
pofe it, by degrees heated one another, and vifibly 
gained ground, and the members of the floufe of 
Commons were, by adjourned calls of the Houfe^ 
kept in town. 

There were daily reports fpread, that the bill 
would be brought in fuch or fuch a day ; and fome 
in the oppofition gave out, they would move for 
it, that the point might be decided one way or 
another : till at length, after much impatience 
fliewn on the occalion, on this day fe'nnight, a 
very unufual, and I think unparliamentary motion 
was made, that after the next Friday the Houfe 
would neither receive bills nor heads of bills, for 
repealing any part of the adts to prevent the 
growth of popery, in one of which the facramen- 
tal tcfl: is enaded. There was fome oppofition 
made to the fhortnefs of the time, and the next 
Monday moved for, but the warmth of the Houfc, 
which was a very full one, againft any farther de- 
lay, and indeed againft any repeal of the tefl, ap- 
peared fo great and fo general, that it was thought 

moft 
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tnoft pradent not to divide about that refb<- 
lution. 

And upon confidering what then appeared to 
be the fenfe of much the greater part of the Honf^ 
and what was found to be the difpolition of the 
members by talking with them, it was concluded 
at a meeting at the CafUe on Wednefday morningy 
and another on Tburfday morning, where (bme 
of the agents for the Diflfcnters were prefent, to 
be moft for the credit of the government and tbc 
peace of the kingdom, not to pufh for a thing 
which plainly appeared impraflicable : and it was 
thought a very dangerous ftep to unite a majority 
of the Houfe in an oppofition to the intentions of 
the government^ fince it was not fo certain when 
fuch an union might be difTolved. 

And at a meeting of feveral members of the 
Houfe of Commons, who were difpofed to repeal 
the tcft, it was agreed that in the prefent ftate of 
affairs, it would be wrong to pufli for a thing that 
would certainly mifcarry. 

Whilft this affair has been depending, there 
have been great heats in the Houfe of Commons, 
and a more than ufual obftrudtion of publick bu- 
finefsj and the Houfe of Lords has had their 
{hare in their coming to fome refolutions, though 
not on this fubjedt, which would fcarce have been 
carried or moved at another time. And I am fully 
of opinion that though the repeal had pafled in the 
Commons, it would have mifcarried among the 
Lords. But I hope now this uneafinefs and han- 
dk of difcontcnt is over, things will gradually 
cool, and return to their former courfe. 

I find 
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I find Come of the Diilenters now fay, the thing 
ought to have been tried fooner ii^ the feflion. 
But, as I mentioned before^ it was the opinion of 
his Majefty's fervants that the fupplies ought to 
be fecured before any danger was run of raifing 
heats in the Houfe : and befides^ in the method 
of our parliament, no bill can be carried by fur- . 
prize, becaufe though the heads of a bill may be 
carried on a fudden, yet there is time for a party 
to be gathered againft it by that time a bill can 
pafs the council here, and be returned from Eng^ 
landj when it is again to pafs through both 
Houfes for their approbation before it can pafs 
into a law* 

What has happened here will probably the lefs 
furpri^e your Grace, becaufe the Archbifhop of 
Dublin in London acquainted the miniftry that he 
thought fuch a repeal could not pafs here : which 
has been my opinion from the beginning of 
this feffion. 

What reprefentation the DifTenters here may^ 
make of this affair I cannot tell: but I believe 
their agents from the north had at firfl met with 
either fuch encouragement or fuch general civil 
anfwers, that they had given greater hopes of fuc- 
cefs to their friends in die country than there was 
juft reafon for. And fome of them at die meeting 
at the Caftle -f- laft Tburfday^ were for pu(hing 
the affair at all adventures, urging that they 
thought they fliould not lofe the caufe very dif*

honourably. 
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?It, thoogh upon what paficd there they 
ibesaod to hire little hopes of it's fucceeding, in 
wiixh I think they looked more at their own 
bccccr roia his Maicily's fcrricc. But this I am 
fsrr c:\ 'suz ill prcicnt in the Icrvicc of the crown, 
wert wi opinion, that the pufh ought not to be 
nixis, where there was no probability of fuccefs.

TH £ anair of repealing the ted is now over 
with us : whilil it was carrying on it occa- 
lioned very great heats in the Commons: and 
your Lordihip will eafily guefs that many of <he 
Clergy were not wanting in their zeal to raife 
whit oppoiition they could againft it, I am apt 
to think that there were near three to two againft 
it among the Commons; and the luajority was fo 
clear, that I qucllion whether many who were 
for it would not have abfented themfelves or have 
voted againit it, if it had come to a diviiion, to 
avoid marking tliemfelves to no purpofe. And I 
am fully Utisiied that in the Houfe of LordSi 
there would have been at leaft two to one 
againft it. 

My Lord Lieutenant was not wanting in his 
endeavours to diipofe thofe in the fervice of the 
government, or whom he could any ways influ- 
ence 
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ence, to promote the repeal. But for two days 
before the day fixed in the Houfe of Commons 
for bringing it in, if at all, there was a meeting 
at the Caille of thofe of diftinftion in his Maje^ 
ty's fervicc, and at the fecond meeting the princi- 
pal agents for the Diflcnters from the nortjfi were 
prefent, when it was the unanimous opinion of 
thofe in his Majefty's fervice, that the repeal 
could not be carried in the Houfe of Commons, 
and that therefore no fuch bill ought to be 
brought in, fince a fruitlefs attempt would be to 
the difhonour of the government, and would pro- 
bably bring about fuch an union among oppofite 
parties as might not foon be diflblved. Some of 
the agents of the Dillenters there prefent, feemed 
iktisfied, but one or two of them were for baying 
the thing hazarded, jnfifting it would not be loft 
by a difhonourable majority. I hear fome among 
the Diffenters, efpeciaJiy among their minifters, 
are very angry on this occafion. 

I am apt to think- one reafon of it may be, 
that when they firft canvafifed among the mem- 
bers, they miftook civil anfwers for promifes, 
and wrote to their friends in the north with 
greater hopes of fuccefs than they had reafon 
K>r; and now do not care to own that they 
were miftaken in their calculations. Though 
befides I am fatisfied they were miftaken ia 
their numbers, becaufe feveral who had promi- 
fed them at firft, upon feeing fuch a heat raifed 
by it, fell off.

ON New-year's day died Dr. £///>, Bifhop of 
Meatb. As that Bifhop by his Aation, is 
the firft Bifhop in Ireland^ and ufually a privy 
counfellor, the perfon thought moft proper to 
fill that fee by my Lord Lieutenant, my Lord 
Chancellor, the Archbifhop of Dublin and me, is 
Dr. Price^ the prefent Bifhop of Fernes ; and the 
perfon moft proper to fucceed him is thought to 
be Dr. Synge, the prefent Bifliop of Cloyne ; they 
are both firmly attached to his Majefty, and of 
great fervice in the Houfe of Lords, and I think 
they are both in the Englijh intcreft : I would 
therefore moft humbly recommend them to his 
Majefty's favour for the faid tranllations. 

As to a fuccefibr to the biihoprick of Cloyne^ 
my Lord Lieutenant looks upon it as fettled in 
England that Dean Berkeley is to be made Biftiop 
here the firft occafion. I have therefore nothing to 
fay on that head, but that I wifti the Dean's pro- 
motion may anfwer the expedtation of his friends 
in England.

AMONG other bills fent o?er forpaffing 
thejpiivy council va England^ is one for the 
rcHcFrf tkt credttArs of Ben. Burton and Francis 
Barri/hf &tc. which I muft beg leave to recodn-' 
mend particulaily to your Grace's care» that ie 
mayretnm to us. The ieveral bankers mentioned 
in the title of the bill^ continued the Cunt bank 
without interruption with great credit; hoc at 
appears at h^^ haddrai/hi <^ unreafbnable iKvi- 
dendst and Ben. Aurton and Fr. Harrifin had 
bought great eftates, {o that the bank was wordl 
nothing at the time of Marrifori% death, but thtf 
fucceedmig banks paid off the former bank widi 
the money of the new creditors, till at laft pay- 
ment was flopped. The equity of the bill is 
founded on the firft bankers having had their defatd 
of the bank paid with the later creditors monies j 
and an aft B Georg. !• by which the unfettled es- 
tate of any banker is liable at the time of his 
death to ail the bank debts; fo that when Harris 
fon died his eflate was liable to pay a^ the debts 
of the bank as well as Burton s^ fincc they were 
anfwcrable jointly and fcverally. His cftatc is 
iince got into the hancls of ftrangers, from whence 
it could by long and cxpenfive fuitsbe fetched out 
by the 8 Georg. i. but as this would be very te- 
dious and expenfive, and no little creditor could 

have 
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have any benefit that way, this aft vefts the 
eftates of the feveral bankers in truftees, who are 
to determine all claims in a fummary way, and 
to fell as much as will pay the debts of the feve- 
ral banks ; but as to Harrijon they arc not to fell 
more than will anfwcr the debts of the bank at 
the time of his death ; and if by fuch fale he h2^s 
paid more than his (hare of thofe debts, it is to 
be made good out of the unfold eftates of the other 
bankers, or the remaining debts and fecurities be*- 
longing to the bank ; fince that is not an affair 
between the creditors and the bankers but be* 
tween the bankers themfelves to adjuft their fe- 
veral proportions. 

When this bank ftopped payment laft 'June^ it 
had very nigh overturned all our paper credit here, 
and if this bill mifcarries, it is not doubted but 
our bankers will all be blown up. And at the 
fame time, we have fo little fpecie here, probably 
at the moft not above 500,000 /. that without pa-* 
per credit, our trade cannot be carried on, nor 
our rents paid. 

Your Grace may have feen my name in the 
votes, as a petitioner for this bill, but there is lit- 
tle more than 200/. owing to me on my own ac- 
count, and I can afiure your Grace that it is not 
any regard to my own concern in the bank, 
which is a meer trifle, but a regard to the pub- 
lick credit of this kingdom, which is in danger 
of being funk if this bill fhould mifcarry, that oc- 
cafions my prefling your Grace to get us this bill 
returned.

BY the laft two mails are come feveral private 
letters that talk doubtfully of the fuccefs of 
Burton's bill, and infinuate thlsit there have been 
letters from great perfons in Ireland reprefenting 
that the paffing it would be of detriment to this 
kingdom. 

That the Lord Chief Juftice Roger/an fhould 
have written againft that bill is not flrange, fince 
whatever is taken from Harrj/bns eftate towards 
paying the debts of the bank is taken from Mr. 
Creigbton who married the Lord Chief Juftice's 
daughter ; fo that the Chief Juftice'sr letter is not 
from an indifferent hand. 

But the truth of our cafe, and what every 
man of fenfe here knows, is, that if this bill 
mifcarries, it muft put an end to our paper. cre- 
dit here, by an immediate run upon the bankers 
or gradual forbearing to lodge money there : and 
. it is certain we have not caih enough in the na* 
tion to carry on our common trade or pay our 
rent or taxes : and I very much qucftion whe- 
ther if our paper credit fails, it would not be 
with the utmoft difficulty that our army could 
be fubfifted. And as this is the opinion of 
every body here, the mifcarriage of this bill can- 
not but make a great diflurbance in both ijoufes 
of Parliament.

I have therefore by this poft wrote 
to Sir Robert Walpok^ and I make it my earneft 
requeft to your Grace, that fome prudent Englijb 
divine of good charafter, may be thought of to be 
fent amongft us ; fincc wc have not any Engiijh-n 
man here at prefent of that age, prudence, and 
good charadler, as to avoid a clamour if he were 
made a Bifl\op. 

I think 1 am obliged to acquaint your Grace 
that the affair of Dr. IVbitcomU^ \ having a royal 
difpcnlation to hold his fcilowlhip with the living 
of Lowthy begins to make a great noife here ; and 
io far as I can fee, is likely to make a much 
greater, as hindering the fucteilion in the college, 
and opening a door to farther difpenfations, when 
they lay, as the living is probably better than 
500/. per aim. he has no occaiion for fuch a 
favour.

EARLY this morning died the Bi(hop of 
Derry : his death has been long expeded ; 
(o that when the Lord Lieutenant was here, upon 
the tranflation of the Bifhop of Femes to Meatb^ 
and the Bifhop of Cloyne to Fernes^ the Lord 
Chancellor, and the Archbiihop of Dublin^ and I 
agreed with his Grace, that if he would come 
into thofe tranilations, we would very readily join 
with him in recommending Dr. Hort^ Bifhop of 
Kilmore to be tranflated to the bifhoprick of Derry y 
and Dr. Claytoriy Bifhop of Killalla to the bifho* 
prick of Kilmore : and we have accordingly this 
day, with the Speaker, fent fuch a recommenda* 
tion. We have had fome reports here, that a 
pufh is making at London to pafs by the Bifhop of 
Kilmorey and remove the Bifhop of Killalla diredlly 
to Derry. As the Bifhop of Killalla is very young 
for a Bifhop, and has but four juniors on the 
bench, I am fatisfied it will create a great un- 
eafinefs, if he fhould be tranflated to the bcfl bi- 
fhoprick in this kingdom. And as there can be 
but about 200 L per ann. difference in the two 
Vol. n. I bifhopricks^ 
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bi/hopricks, I would hope Mrs. Clayton^ if (he 
were talked to, would not make a pufh for a 
point that may very much diftrefs us here. 

As for thofc we have recommended to fucceed 
to the biflioprick of Killalla^ I think them all 
to be well affedbed to his Majefty's fervice \ but 
as there are already twelve of this country on the 
bench, I muft beg leave to reprefent it as a thing 
of very great confequence, that the laft in the re- 
move ftiould be an Englijhman^ that by degrees we 
may at lead be an equality on the bench, for I 
fear if the majority increafes on the other fide, we 
(hall focn find them unmanageable.

As what is ena6ted in this ad, and thofe re- 
ferred to in it, is wholly different from any law in 
"England^ I muft recommend it to your Grace's 
protection, that it may not be thrown out by the: 
gendemen of the law on your fide, by reafon of 
their not knowing the necefiity and ufe of it here. 

By the wafs in this country in 1641 and 1688, 
moft of the Bifliop's palaces and the paribnage-

The next claufe relates to an omiflion that may 
have been made in the Bifhop's certificate fettling 
what was bona fide laid out, of an account of the 
clear yearly value of the benefice on which the 
building or improvement was made, and allows

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the time of two years to redlify fuch omifiions bjr 
an additional certificate^ containing an account of 
the clear yearly value of the benefice. 

There is another claufe that enadts^ that though 
an account of the intended building had not been 
given in to the Biihop three months before it was 
adually begun, yet this omifiion fhall not invali- 
date any certificate ; and for the future enads 
only a fortnight as neceflary to deliver in an ac- 
count of the intended building. 

There is another claufe for fecurity's fake, and 
to cut off fubterfuges for not building ; which 
enads, that bifhopricks that have ufually gone to- 
gether, fhall be reckoned but as one preferment 
for the purpofe of fettling the two years income, 
beyond which no pcrfon by the 1 2th of George i. 
can certify for any building or improvement on 
Church lands/ 

As thefe feveral things were fettled by the una- 
nimous confent of the Bifhops in town before the 
bill was brought into the Houfe of Lords, as ne- 
cefTary to encourage the building on Church-lands, 
I muft beg of your Grace that the bill may be re- 
turned without any alteration that may defeat the 
intention of any of the claufes.

IN fcveral parts of this kingdom our parishes arc 
very large, and run lo a great length, with no 
proportionable breadth, fo that we find it would 
be very convenient to divide many parifties, and 
to ered new pari(hes out of parts it may be of 
two or three parishes ; and to this purpofe we have 
an aft for the real union and divifion of parifhes. 
But upon confidering that bill it is found, that 
where a new parifh is formed out of the parts of 
two or three old pariflies, there can be no prefen- 
tation to fuch new pari(h, till all thofe old pa-* 
riflies become void, which may poflibly be a courfe 
of many years. As this is a great difcouragement 
to eredting new parifhes, how much foever they 
may be wanted, we have fcnt over a bill, entitled 
An aft for explaining an a£t for the real union and 
divifion of parilhes : which is wholly defigned to 
enable patrons upon eredligg new parifhes of 
pieces of old parifhes, to prefent upon any one 
piece being vacant, and to diredt how fuch in- 
cumbent is to be indudted, &c. ftill faving to the 
furviving incumbents all the rights they had du- 
ring their refpeftive incumbencies. And as no 
union and divifion can be made without the con- 
fcnt of the patrons, and it has been found that 
the confent of bis Majeily, either under his fign 
manual or great fcal, where he is patron, is both 

K 3 trouble- 
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troublefome and chargeable to get, and till a new 
parifh can b^ prefcnted to, which cannot be till 
after an union already made takes place^ there it 
no perfon to be at that trouble and expcncc ; bjr 
this adt the chief governor or governors for the 
time btfirig are impbwercd to confcnt for his Ma- 
)t&yi who can be no Ibfer by any futh unioii or 
divifion, becaufe the patronage continues where it 
Was before, after cvfcry union or diviiion. 

As this will be of great fervice in this countiy, 
I beg of your Grace that you would get it re* 
turnbd to us.

THE bearer is the Rev. Mr. Cox*, one of a 
very good family here, and of a good cha- 
radler. ' The occafion of his going to England now 
is, the apprehcnfion he is under of the attainder cf 
the late Lord Cla?icarty being reverfed. He is in 
pofleflion of about 400 /. per ann. bought by his 
father from the Hollow-Sword-Blade Company, 
who had bought great eftates here of the Irtjb 
trujftees, which they afterwards fold, and obtained

But the pUfchafet" s under either o\ both adls are 
very much alarmed here at the talk of the Lord 
Clancarty\ attainder being reverfed ; fi'nce they do 
not know how far it may afFedt their titles, who 
arc thought to poffefs amongft them to the value 
of 6o,ooo7. per ann. as they have iniproved their 
eftates. Nor are they the only people alarmed 
here, but all that are the purchafcrs of forfeited 
cftates, apprehend that if one attainder is reverfed, 
other forfeiting families may from time to time, 
obtain the like favour, which may affed above 
half the eftates now enjoyed by proteftants. The 
Houfe of Commpns have made an addrefs on this 
occafion to his Majefly, and the like about two 
itflions ago was made by the Houfe of Lords, 
which they did not repeat now, bccaufe his Ma- 
jeAy then giave them a very gracious anfwer, and 
nothing has been iince done of that nature. 

I can afTure yourLordfhip any thing of this na- 
ture will be a great blow to the proteftant inte- 
reft here, and will very much (hake the fecurity 
proteftants think they now have of the enjoyment 
of their cftates under his Majefty and his Royal 
family. As for either the general cafe, or his cafe 
in particular, Mr. Cox will be able fully to in- 
form your Lordship ; and I think the affair of the 
laft importance to the proteftant intereft here, 
which makes me take the liberty to lay the cafe 
before you.

My Lord Cktrtmt ha$ foriherly tllk^ With 
you about the diftreft v^e were thett urtdier fot 
want of iiiver, / and fotne Aeps ^^txt then taken x,o 
lay that evil and the rcfliedy bfclbre his Majefty^ 
but the (^pofition then mide by the bankers, and 
the change of the Loni Lii^btenai!!^, was the occa^ 
fion of the ddfign dropping &t that time. But a& 
the ievil has fince increafed, and has been by fortiA 
of the beft ondetftanding and m^dft difinterefted 
perfons fully laid before my L6rd Duke of 
Dorfeij he has been fo kihd ab t6 join with th6 
privy council here, in a reprelbftlation of our de* 
ploraUe cafe iot wailt of fi]?er, and what we ap- 
prehend to be the proper remedies for our pr^- 
ient calamity. 

It is certain thsit illver is fo feared With us, that 
the lowed price ufually paid fdtr 20 s. in filver, ia 
4 d. premium ; but it is more comnlonly in the 
north (which is the f^at of our linen manufacture) 
bd. and yd. in the pound. ' And the occafion of 
this want of filver is, that otii- feveral fpecies of 
gold made current here by proclamation, pafs for 
more £lver here than they do in England^ e. g. 

a gui- 
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a guinea pafles here, where an Englijh (hilling goc« 
for 13 ^. at 23 s. Irijhf or 21 j. Englijh and 3 d. 

A moidorcy which is worth about 2js. in £^55^- 
landf paffcs here for 30 j. Irijhf or 27 j. EngUJb 
and 9 //. and the reft of our gold is in the main 
in proportion to the value of the moidore. And 
whilft this is our cafe, no man in trade will cany a 
moidore from hence» to inftance in one piece of gdd» 
if he can get iilver, when he lofes 9 d. by the 
moidore as fbon as he lands at Cbejieri nor wiH 
he bring from Cbejier 27 s. Englijh^ when he can 
gain 9 ^ by bringing a moidore. 

And to exprefs this in greater numbers; if a 
merchant brings with him 200/. from London; if 
he brings it over in Englijh fUver, that will be 
108 /. 6 s. Sd. here, which arifes from the (hill- 
ing paiTing here for 1 3 d. but (till that is the fame 
money under another name : if he brings it iii 
guineas, he will put them off at 109/. 10 j. 4^/. 
Irif/j . if in moidores or other Portugal gold, he 
will put it off at 1 1 1 /. 2 X. 2 d. So that by bring- 
ing over what is only 100 A in England, in guineas 
he will gain 1 /. 3 j. 8 //. and by bringing it over 
in moidores, &c. he will gain 2 /. 15 x- 6d. and 
on the contrary by taking over guineas to pay 100/. 
Englrjh on the other fide of the water, he will 
lofe I /. 3 5. 8 f/. and by taking over moidores, 
&c. to pay 100/. there, he will lofe 2 /. 15X. 6d. 
And as the merchant in all his importations and 
exportations will mind his gain, the effe<ft of this 
is, that no trader will take gold out of this coun- 
try if he can help it, but filver; nor moidores, 
&c. if he can get guineas. 

So 
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So that in our prefent (late our filver daily de- 
creafes, and the gold erows upon us. And the 
diflrefs the want of filver mufl occafion to our 
manufadurers, labourers^ finall retailers, and in 
all the lefTer tranfadtions of trade and bufinefs, 
I need not expatiate upon. 

But this is not our only calamity, but unfortu- 
nately the value of the new fpecies of Portugal 
gold has been fo fettled here, that there is 2 d. 
profit in bringing over a 4 /. piece, as we call the 
larger fpecies of new Portugal gold, rather than 
two 40 J. pieces ; and 2 d. profit in bringing over 
a 40 s. piece, rather than two 20 j. pieces ; and fb 
on with refpeift of the filver pieces of that fpecies; 
befides which, as the leaft want of weight in the 
foreign pieces of gold, or even their not turning 
the fcale, carries an abatement of 2d. a piece^ 
there may be a lofs of 2 d. in every leflcr piece on 
that accouAt, and confcquently fo much greater 
as the number of finaller pieces is to make up a 
greater of the fame value, e.g. upon eight, 16/. 
pieces, there may be a lofs of eight 2 d. for not 
turning the fcale, when there is a lofs but of 2 d. 
if the 4/. piece does not turn the fcale : fo that it 
is to the profit of the merchant to import the lar- 
ger pieces of gold rather than the fmaller ; and 
they have gone on ufing this advantage, till half 
the money we have at leaft is in 4 /. pieces, which 
are of no fervice at the market and in all the lefiler 
tran£iftions of trade; and the next fpecies with 
us is the 40 J. piece; and to be fure above three 
quarters of our money is in thofe two fpecies, and

withoat foxpo remedy we ihall in two of thiee 
years have fcarce any money but 4 /• pieces. 

And there is another inconvenience that fol* 
lows from our fcarcity of filver, that we fuff^ 
from 2 to 2 i per cent, in the exchange, and are. 
really paid fo much lefs in the price of what w<} 
fell to foreign merchants, and lofe fo nxuch in pay- 
ing for what goods we buy from abroad. 

And it is certain that all the noblemen ^nd gen- 
tlemen of this country, who live in Englan4% lofq 
from 2 to 2 1 per cent, in the remittances of their 
money to England^ which is ufed as a popul^ 
argument againft the propofed redudlion, that thq. 
ablentees will get fo much per cent, by it ; whilfl 
they will not confider that the nation at prefen( 
lofes five times as much in the export and import 
of goods, as the abfentees will gain by this re- 
(luSion of the exchange. 

Now the remedy we propofe in our reprefentj- 
tion to his Majefty, is a very eafy and very ob- 
vious one, that we may have leave to reduce our 
gold, to go for as much Englip filver as it is 
worth, in proportion to the guinea going for 2 1 s. 
Englijh \ and accordingly we have calculated wliat 
we reckon the leveral fpecies of gold oi:^ht to gQ 
for, according to their weight and fine(iof§, iq 
Irijh money, valuing an Englijh (hilling at 134/. 
Irijh \ and to get rid as much as we can of di^Q 
larger pieces ol foreign gold, we have fct tbc 
leifer pieces about a penny a piece above their 
value in rcfped of the larger piece ^bove thecn.

There is no doubt but it wo^^ be abrQ]utel(y

time ; but as the (hilUag is in e£fed: the me^qr^ 
oi[ all piayments, and as the Emlijb fhilling ha.^ 
gone fo long for 1 3 d. and as moi| of our prefenf 
cents have been fottledj a^d our d^bts cout^aiSled, 
whilft that (hilling pafTed for 13/ we think 
tlt^at cannot be done without an zSc of parlir 
ai^ent to fettle an anfwerable reduction in thq 
rents and debts. 

Our bankers and remitters here continue t^ 
make great oppofitiQn to this rcdu^on« iiQce our 
prefen^ inequality of gold and iGJ.ver is an article, 
of great profit to thofe thrQugh whofe hands ^ 
the q>oney pf thiy Aation pafles ; and we nuke no. 
doubt but they will^ by their partners ^ud conref* 
pqi^ideQ^ in England^ make what oppoiitiop they 
can t« the fcheme propofed by tli^e coqncjh an^ 
we appirehend they may think it worth while tq 
advance money^ if they cafx find persons to takci 
it a<xu>ng tl^e nup^ber through whofe hands tbi^ 
affair muft pafsj to obftrud it; ^nd that xnanv 
n^ercbants wiio deal in Ireland will join vi;itn 
iheav to keep u(k the advantage they have by the. 
exchange being always from 2 10 zt per cent. 
againft us. 

But 
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But as we are almoft on the brink of ruin, hy 
the prefent unhappy ftate of our money, and as 
by tne farther want of filver, and the increafe of 
our larger pieces of gold, our linnen manufac- 
ture muft ioon decay, and our inland trade be at 
a ftand ; I moft earneftly beg of you to give us 
your utmofl: afliftance on this occafion to have our 
gold reduced, and put us in a poflibility of carry- 
ing on our trade and manufactures, by having a 
tolerable proportion of filver, without which we 
muft foon be a ruined nation. 

I have now explained our reafons and views in 
the fcheme we propofed for reducing gold, but if 
we have been any ways miftaken in our calcula- 
tions, thofe errors will be eafily corrcdled by the 
abler hands this affair mufl pafs through in 
England. 

In relation to the other branch of our fcheme, 
about raifing the price of foreign filver, I believe 
there will be great room for amendment. It was 
a fcheme more come into to gratify the bankers 
and merchant remitters, who^ clamoured for it, 
aad by what I can learn, they have mifinformed 
us about the price of foreign bullion, which they 
affirmed to be 5 J. 4 ? d. Englijh per ounce ; 
whereas I am fince told it has not been above 
5 J. %d. per ounce for two years part ; but this 
will be before thofe who know how the fadl is. 

The great thing we want is, the reduftion of 
our gold, which 1 beg we may obtain leave to do 
by your powerful intervention.

TH E knowledge your Lordfliip has of the 
want of filver in this country for fome years, 
the caufes of it, and the attempts made to re- 
medy the evil in my Lord Carteret's time, your 
I^iordfliip is fo well acquainted with, that I need 
not repeat them; all that I need inform your 
Lordfhip of is, that the evil has gone increafing 
as it could not but do, but with one unhappy cir- 
cumftance that was not apprehended when I 
talked with your Lordfhip on that (ubjedi:, which 
is, that one half of our money here at leaft, is in 4 A 
pieces, fome think three quarters 3 but by the heft 
accounts I think there can be little lefs than three 
quarters in them and 40 j. pieces, fo that the bulk

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of our money is ufelefs at markets, and for paying 
all the manufacturers; 4^. is the lowcft price 
that is paid for 20 /. filver, and very often zs. Zd. 
and 2 J. los. is given for changing a 4 A piece into 
all (liver. 

The occafion of our money running into the 
larger pieces is, that as the not turning the fcale 
lofes 2 J. in the piece, that lofs is but fingle upon 
a larger, but is repeated in the number of leiler 
pieces that make up the fame value, e. g. it can 
be but 2d. on 4/. but it may be 8 d. on four 20 j. 
and \bd. on eight 10 J. pieces. We have leflened 
this lo(s in our fcheme by propofing to make 
ufe of the hal^ quarter, and allowing i d. for that, 
fo that where the lofs ufed to be 2^. for not 
turning the fcale, it will be but i d. for the 
future. 

And befides, our new fpecies of Portugal gold 
has been fo unhappily fettled, that there is 2 d. pro- 
fit by bringing over a 4 /. piece, rather than two 
40 J. pieces, and fo on in that line; fo that if 
fome remedy be not applied, in two or three 
years more we (liall fcarce have any fpecies but 
4/. pieces. 

This has been fo efFcftually reprefented to my 
Lord Lieutenant, that he has joined with the 
council in a reprefentation to his Majefty of our 
calamity, and the remedy we defire to be applied 
to it : which is letting the foreign gold at the pro- 
portional value that the guinea has to the (hilling 
in England^ agreeably to the fcheme formerly in- 
tended in the council, only that to obviate an in- 
convenience not obferved before^ we propose giving 

about 
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about a penny advantage to every lower piece 
of goldf in refpeft of the piece immediately 
above it. 

The bankers and remitters have raifed the fame 
clamour as formerly againft it, and the moft po- 
pular plea againfl it is, that this reduction of the 
gold will fall the exchange at leaft 2 per cent, which 
will turn to the advantage of the abfcntees. I have 
endeavoured to fatisfy them that if the abfentees 
get 2 per cent, by this redu<flion, the nation will 
at the fame time get 2 per cent, in all their ex- 
ports and imports, which will be four or five 
times as much as the abfentees will gain by this 
reduction : but all arguments are nothing againft 
the prepolTeflions of the bankers. 

As I know your Lordfhip's concern for the 
good of this kingdom, and your fenfe of our dif- 
trefs and the proper remedy, I thought proper to 
acquaint your Lorddiip in what pofture this affair 
ftands, that as we have got the matter on the 
other fide of the water, whither I could never get 
it before, your Lordftiip may be pleafed to foUicit 
our having orders for ifluing a proclamation to re- 
duce gold, &c. I am but little follicitous about the 
raifing of foreign filver, and am rather apprehen- 
five of the bankers having mifreprefented things to 
us, in affirming filver bullion fells ufually at 
55. /^td. Engltjfh ; whereas feveral tell me it has 
not for two years paft fold for 55. 3 //. And if 
filver bullion is over-rated here, the bankers will 
in time carry our gold out, and we fhall be over- 
run with foreign filver ; but that will be a much 
lefs evil than what we labour under at prefent ;

HIS Grace the Lord Lieutenant has taken 
over with him a reprefentation to his Ma- 
jefty from the government and privy council here, 
giving an account of the deplorable condition we 
of this kingdom are in through the want of fil- 
vcr, and the method we apprehend will relieve 
us ; which is, the lowering of gold to pafs here 
for what it is worth in England^ at the rate of 
21 J. Engijh^ or 1 /. 2 s. gd. Irijh^ where a (hill- 
ing palTcs for 1 3 d. for as gold is over-rated with 
us at prcfcnt, whoever brings over foreign gold 
hither, gets 2 1 per cent, and whoever carries out 
gold from hence, lofes 2 i per cent, and whilft 
this is our cafe, we muft every day grow worfc : 
and indeed by fome particular advantages attend- 
ing the 4 /. pieces of Portugal gold, above half 
our money is run into thofe pieces, and in a little 
time we ihall hardly have any other money. If 
we continue in this cafe, our linncn manutadare 
mufl decline^ and our inland trade every day fiok. 

It 
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It already cofts from 4^. to Sd. or gd. in the 
pound to get filver, fo that what we defirc to re- 
duce gold to by proclamation^ is in reality al« 
ready done. 

I fhall not run through the particulars, becaufe 
they are fufficiently explained in our memorial, 
and the remedies. But I thuft beg your Grace to 
help us. to have orders for the proclamation, or 
wc muft be a ruined people foon.

BEFORE your Grace left this kingdom, I 
acquainted your Lordfliip that I feared the 
bankers had mifinformed the council about what 
was the middle price of bullion in England, which 
they affirmed was c s. 4 ,; J. Engiiji? per ounce ; 
but I am fince aflurcd that for two or three years 
paft, it has hardly reached 5/. 3^. per ounce; 
and if this be the cafe, I muft beg leave to defire 
that the redudion of the gold may go on without 
any alteration of the prefcnt proclamation price of 
foreign filver, or that at the higheft it may not he 
fet higher than at 5 J. 2 ; a. per ounce, or 5 j. 3 d. 
Enyjijh at moil. 

To ftatc this matter in a tolerable light, I muft 
obferve, that the reafon of thinking at all of rai- 
ting the price of foreign filvcr was, that by fettfng 
it at a price that might make it worth while to 
utter it as money here, we might have fonic of if 
as it was brought in, circulate here as money; 
v.'h»jie?.s whihT: the proclamation price is left thaix 
the bullion price, it will ftill be carried to Eng^ 
land or Iblland as a commodity : and if 5 j, 4^^. 
were that price, though it was fometimcs as Few 

as 
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tsi 5 s. 3 d. yet if at ^thcrtinreis it XxM for 5 s. 6d. 
there waj no fear of our being over-run by iu for 
tlnough k might be imported here at j^s. 4 id.

2 1 d. they will make 
3 /• 4 J. per cent, proftt, and this is gain enough 
to carry out all o«ir gold, and furni(fa us with only 
foreign filver. This evil indeed will not be fo de- 
trimental to our trade and all the leiTer tranfa£tions 
of life, as our prefcnt cafe is, but is an inconve- 
nience worth our guarding againft. 

Your Grace knows the original intention here 
was only lowering the gold, but that as fbmc of 
of their petitions againft that preflcd for railing 
foreign filver, it was thought it could do no hurt 
to gratify them in that point, if it was fet at the 
middle market price in England; but in that the 
merchants here have deceived us, reprefenting it 
at 5 J. 4 1 d. Englifh^ when it is really but 5 J. 3 i/. 
at higheft.

I underftand our repre- 
fentation is referred to the officers of the mint^ 
and that they have a copy of the letter I troubled 
your Lordfhip with on that fubjedl, but that Mr.

I Am very glad to hear our copper coin is at laft 
fct a going, but at the fame time I find it is 
likely to proceed fo flowly, that it will drive us 
to great extremities in the mean time, as the cur- 
rency of all raps, if not of other true half-pence 
will be flopped by it. To prevent the latter, we 
have indeed orders to order the taking the old 
patent half-pence in the revenue ; which I think 
will keep them current, and accordingly as foon 
as the new half-pence are upon arriving, we 
fhall give orders accordingly. But ftill, if the 
copper company could fupply a greater quantity 
than one tun per week, and the mint could coin 
them, it would be better for us. I (hall write to 
Mr. Bowes about the former, and if the company 
can perform their part, I muft defire you to pre- 
vail on the mint to do theirs. I could heartily 
wifh that 50 tuns at leaft were coined fome time 
before the parliament met, if a fecond fifty were 
not then going on, though I fhould be more glad 
of the latter : and indeed I am fully fatisfied, that 
le(s than 1 50 or 200 tuns, will not make things 
eafy here, and that it is of great confequence to 
have them with all pofiible difpatch. 

The Sollicitor-general gave me a copy of a let- 
ter from Mr. Conduit, relating to our gold and

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filver coins ; on which I would beg leavt to make 
the following remarks. 

1. If there be no objeftion to that part which 
relates to the rcdudlion of gold, I wifli they would 
report that clearly. 

2. As to my letter, I do not apprehend there 
is any occafion to take notice of it in their report, 
and it is only to put them in mind that we in our 
reprefentation went upon a fuppofition that filver 
bore fuch a price, which afterwards I learned was 
greater than it really bore ; and indeed in our re- 
prefentation, we mention that we fuppofe filver 
to bear fuch a rate, but at the mint they 
could not but know it was the true middle 
price of it. 

3. That though 51. 4. id. may be the middle 
price of filver in bars, yet if foreign filver coin 
has for fome years fold but for 5J. 2d. to 
5 J- 3 ^ ^- P^^ ounce, that ought to regulate the 
price intended to be given to the value of foreign 
cx)ins here, becaufe it is their value, and not that 
of filver in bars which is to be fettled. 

4. That the fettling fuch a price on old pieces 
of eight, and another on new, will produce 
confufion here, where the ordinary people will 
not foon learn the difference betwixt the one 
and the other. 

5. That I am fenfible the value of the Mex* 
ico piece and the French crown in the old pro- 
clamations, is lefs than they will fell for as a 
commodity, that value having been fixed by the 
advice, as 1 have reaibn to believe) of the bankers^ 
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on the bottom of the EngliJI^ filver coin, at th« 
rate of 5 /. 2 d. Englijh per ounce, the cfFcdl of 
ivhich has been, that by getting the gold raifed, 
they are all carried out of the kingdom. 

6. As to the weieht of the Mexico^ Sevilte^ and 
Pill4tr pieces of eight, and of the Portugal gold, 
we have fet them at the weight the generality of 
thoie had that came amongft us; and as the 
weight of thofe pieces both of filver and gold it 
reckoned higher in England than we have fixed 
them at in our proclamations, it is plain we have 
fet each piece at a higher value than it bears 
in England. 

J. In diftihguifhing the Pillar and Peru pieces 
of eight, we follow the former proclamations. 

8. As to the Maximilian^ Leopold^ ficc. dollars, 
or ducatoons of Spain ^ they may well enough be 
omitted, if they arc fcarce in England^ for they 
are all vanifhed from hence. 

9* I am feniible it is a difad vantage to have for 
reign coins current as money by weight, but abfo- 
lute ruin to have them current by tale ; and there-^ 
fore could wifli we had as little of them as 
may be. 

In our cafe, foreign gold is neceflary, but I 
would gladly prevent foreign filver from being fet 
at fuch a price as to make it worth our bankers 
while to exchange our gold for foreign filver, by 
raifing it, as they have already changed all out 
filver for gold, by raifing that. 

As for the affiur of a coinage of filver at the 
tower, for the ufe of this country, it is what 
will require mature confideratioo, and is more

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than I (hall pretend to fpeak to on fo (hort a 
warning. 

As you know our prefent diftrcfs for want of 
change, I muft beg of you to prcfs the redudion 
of our gold, if poflible, before his Majefty*s re- 
turn, after which it will not be eafy to get the 
council to attend to Irijh affairs : and if our iilver 
is raifed, I beg it may not exceed the middle va- 
lue of foreign filver coin; but I could heartily 
wifli the foreign filver were left as it is, and then 
a fmall pittance of Englijh filver money with the 
copper would anfwer our purpofe.

AS your Lordfhlp thoroughly knows the dif- 
trcfs wc are in for want of filvcr, and the 
advantage the bankers make of the inequality of 
our gold and filver ; and as the reprefentation of 
of the council here is now before the oiSicers of 
the mint, I muft beg of your Lordfhip to follow this 
affair clofe with Mr. Conduit, and get a report 
from the mint, and afterwards to forward that bufi- 
nefs before the committee of council, that if pof- 
fible, we may receive the ncceffary orders before 
his Majefty's return ; after which, I fear we muft 
expeA but little difpatch in any Inyh affair from 
the miniftry, till the feilion of parliament is over 
in England. 

By what I can learn, they have no difficulty at

TT 7E defircd it might be reduced according to 
V V the value of the Enghjh guinea. 
We defined that the leflcr fpccies of each fort of 
gold might have about half a grain advantage al- 
lowed to make it worth while rather to import 
the leffer pieces than the greater pieces. 

But if it be confidered that the leaft want of 
full weight caufes adedudlion of a grain according 
to the prefent way of allowing for a grain, and 
half a grain according to what we propofed in our 
application to his Majefly, it is poHible a little 
more Ihould be allowed ; fince to exemplify in the 
4 /. piece, though the 40 s. piece be let half a 
grain lower than half the weight of the 4/. piece^ 
yet this does little more than anfwer the allow- 
ance of half a grain for any want of weight in a 
4/. piece, and of two half grains for the leaft want 
of weight in two 40 s. pieces ; and fo of the other 
Icfier pieces in that and other fpecies.

WE have from the reprefentation of the 
merchants and bankers, and from what 
was the middle price of foreign filver or bullion at 
London^ when we were endeavouring-to'jxiake ap- 
plication before, deiired to fet foreign filver at 
5 J. 4 ^. per ounce Englijh ; but I have fince 
learned that foreign filver in England fince the 
year 1728, has feldom been higher than 5 j. 2 id. 
Englifi per ounce, and never higher than 5 ^. 3 ^* 
Englijh per ounce. 

But if foreign filver be worth at the higheft but 
51. 31/. Englijh per ounce, and we have made 
our calculations upon 5j. 4^. there will be a 
profit of lil 5j. 4^. &c. decimals in importing 
100 L £)ig-/^ in foreign filver. 

If foreign filver be worth but 5 j. %\d. Englijh 
per ounce, there will be a profit of 2 / 2 decimals 
per cent, by importing it. 

And in either caie it will be worth the bankers 
while to. change our reduced foreign gold into 
foreign filver fo advanced.

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and hoped the clergy would let things reft in the 
mean time, and as the latter part of the lafl refo- 
tion feems to promife fomewhat of that nature, the 
Bifliops thought it moft advifeable to perfuade the 
clergy to be quiet till next feffions, that it might 
not be faid things would have been amicably fet- 
tled if it had not been for the heat of the clergy. I 
expedl nothing from them, but the clergy have be- 
haved themfelves with a temper that has furprized 
their enemies.

What things will end in 
God only knows, but I am very much furprized 
to hear from England^ that the young noblemen 
that travel abroad, come back zealous for a 
common-wealth, as fome of our young noblemen 
here (hew themfelves to be. I cannot but think 
by the experiment that has been made formerly, 
the nobility have very little reafon to hope they

ruined.

YOUR Grace will be fo good as to excufe 
my putting you in mind of an affair now de- 
pending in the Trcafury, relating to the reduc- 
tion of our gold. We are in the laft diftrefs 
for want of filver in all the lower parts of bufi- 
nefs, there being a profit of 2 4. per cent, by bring- 
ing Portugal gold here rather than filvcr, and the 
fame lofs by carrying gold from hence rather than 
filver, fo that what filver we had has been ftill 
exporting, and the return for our exports have 
been ftill made in gold : this our condition we re- 
preiented to his Majefty from the government and 
council, when his Grace the Duke of Dorfet was 
here laft, and our repreientation was referred to 
the council, and from thence to the Treafury, 
and fo to the officers of the mint, where it has 
refted by the ficknefs of Mr. Conduit ; but as he 

is 
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out any knowledge of bulinefs, or particular at- 
tachment to bis Majefty's fervice, merely for 
being members of either IJoufe of Parliament; 
but we want fuch an one as Mr. Gardiner there, 
to help to keep others in order, as he is moft zea- 
loufly atuched to his Majefly by afFedion as well 
as by intereft, and is a thorough man of bufineis^ 
and of great weight in this country ; and 1 jBnd 
he will not be the firft in his poft of deputy that 
has been a member of the privy council.

I Am ytvf ferry for the occafion I have to trou- 
ble you. But as It is what the King's intereft 
and the peace of the publick here are very much 
coRcerneid in, I doubt not of your excufe for 
my lb doing. 

You have heard from others of the warmth of 
the Houfc of Commons laft fcfiion againft the de- 
mands made by the clergy of agiftment, and pro- 
VdAy may have read the votes paffcd there on that 
cccalion. 

Several of the clergy had fued for agiftment, 
and the courts of julh'cc here hzd determined in 
their favour, and the claim in genera) was fo 
ci^abVuhcd, that the only controverfy in the fcvc- 
ral Uiits for feme time, bad been about the num- 
ber ot' cattle, and the quota to be paid for them : 
it has been decided to be due by common 
law ; it ha& indeed been faid on the other fide, 
th.it the claim is new, and io it is in fbme parts 
rf t!)e kingdom, but has been regularly paid 
in the north, where things have been bcft and 
ilvncil fettled. But the cafe of the clergy here 
is very different from that in England, which 
h^$ been the very antient ufage is hard to fay ; 
but fmce the reformation, whiUl the lands were 
nuMlly in popifh hands, the clergy took what 
they could get thankfully, and very few ever went 

o£ax 
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near their livings to do duty. That I do not look 
upon law to have had a free courTe here till fincc 
the reformation, and from thence to have gra- 
dually come to the knowledge of people. With- 
out this tythe there are whole parifhes where 
there is no provifion for the minifter : but we do 
not defire to be judges, but that our rights may 
ftand on the fame bottom as thofe of other fub- 
jedls, and thejudges not be intimidated by votes of 
either Houfe of Parliament from doing us juf- 
tice, if we feek for it. 

As a great part of the gentry entered into aflb- 
ciations not to pay for agiftment to the clergy, 
and to make a common purfe in each county to 
fupport any one there that fliould be fued for 
agiftment, and were underftood by the commou 
people every where to be ready to diftrefs tha 
clergy all manner of ways, in their other rights, 
if they offered to fue for agiftment, it was 
thought advifeable to hinder as much as we Bi- 
{hops could, any of the clergy from carrying on 
or commencing any fuits on that head for a time; 
and the more fo, as feveral perfons among the 
Commons of more wifdom and temper, proinifed 
to think of fome reafonable accommodation in 
this affair againft another fefHon. 

But though the clergy have been quiet, and 
behaved themfelves during this interval with a 
temper that has furprifed their adverfaries, yet I 
cannot find any of tnc laity have thought of any 
the leaft reafonable method of compounding mat- 
ters, but the bulk of them reckon they have by 
^c votes made laft .ieflioa carried this point and 

are 
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are thereby animated to make new attacks on 
other rights of the clergy. I have in vain reprc- 
fented to (everal of them that in the fbuth and 
weft of Ireland by deftroying the tithe of agift- 
menC, they naturally di^ourage tillage, and 
thereby IclFen the number of people, and raife the 
price of provifions, and render thofe provinces in- 
capable of carrying on the linnen manufa(9:ure) 
for which they fo much envy the north of this 
kingdom. 

It is certain that by running into cattle the 
numbers of people are dccreafing in thofc parts, 
and moft of their youth out of bufinefs, and dif- 
poied to lift in foreign fervice for bread, as there 
is no employment for them at home, where two 
or three hands can look after fome hundreds of 
acres ftocked with cattle, and by this means a 
great part of our churches are neglefted, in many 
places five, fix, or feven pariflies (denominations 
we commonly call them) beftowed on one incum- 
bent, who perhaps with all his tithes fcarce gets 
an hundred a yean 

I muft on this occafion not only obferve the il- 
legality of thcfe aflbciations, but the danger of 
them to the government, and efpecially to any 
adts of parliament pafted in England relating to 
this country, which may be efteemed hardfhips 
here, fince I do not well fee, if this humour goes 
on, how fuch acts can be put in execution. here. 
And how far and to what other purpofes fuch af- 
fociations may in time extend, I do not pretend ' 
to judge, but I find in fome counties tbey alreadjf 
begrn to form aflbciations againft what diey ovrtk' 

doe 
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due to the clergy, but they are encouraged by the 
liiccefs of this firft attempt to go on to further 
fteps. The humour of clans and confederacies is 
neither fo well underftood nor felt in England as 
it is here. 

But by difcourfes dropt among people and by 
fome papers handed about, there are other un- 
doubted rights of the clergy, that are defigned to 
be voted away one after another, or taken away 
by new laws, if they are permitted to go on, and 
I find we Bifhops are threatened to have our fines 
if not part of our eftates taken from us. I need 
not on this occafion obferve what a fupport the 
Bifhops with the weight of their eflates and power 
are to the crown, both here and in England ^ but 
I mufl obferve that they are of more immediate 
confequence here, to keep up the jufl dependence 
of this nation on the crown and kingdom of 
England^ which too many here are difpofed, if 
poflible, to throw off, daily complaining of it 
as an almoft infupportable burthen. 

I cannot accufe the bulk of the proteflants 
except the Scots in the north here, of being ene- 
mies to epifcopacy and the cflablifhed clergy as 
fuch, but fome gentlemen have let their lands fo 
high, that without robbing the clergy of their 
juft dues, they arc fatisfied their rents can hardly 
be' paid ; and others fall in with them, that they 
may be able to raife their lands as high ; and the 
controverfy here is, not whether the farmer fhall 
be eafcd of an unreafbnable burthen, but whether 
the parfon fhall have his due, or the landlord a 
greater rent. Some hope they might come in for 

plunder 
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plunder, if the Bifhops were ftripped, and msA ! 
of the needy gentry here envy to Ice the Bi£bo(i 
by a proper frugality, though not without a dc* 
cent hofpitality eafy in their circumftaaccs. 

Againfl any attacks of this nature we OiaU pr^ 
pare to make as good a proviiion for defence ai 
we can ; we fhall not be wanting in our endea- 
vours with thofe of weight in the Houic^ and that 
are capable of any moderation, to prevent auy 
new attempts on the rights of the clergy, vrith- 
out bringing on an attack by badily raifing a 
clamour that we are going to be attacked* But 
our great and only powerful defence under the di- 
vine providence, is from the protection of his 
Majefty, from whofe goodnefs we would hope to 
be defended in our jufl rights in common with 
our fellow fubjeds. 

And I would hope that if fonie di/couragement 
from the crown were given to what is fo unrca- 
fonable and unjuft itfelf, and muft raife the 
greateft heats and animofitics amongft us, and 
give the utmofl: encouragement to the papifts to 
fee proteflants fo violently attacking their own 
clergy; and that pafilng tlie next feffions quietly 
would with fuch difcountenances very much 
cool and balk the defigns of the ill intenti- 
oned, I cannot but make it my requeft, that 
you would be fo kind as to recommend us 
to his Majefty 's protedlion, which he has gra- 
cioufly declared in his fpeechcs to parliament 
he would afford our brethren of Erigland^ and 
that when my Lord Lieutenant comes to re- 
ceive his inftrudlions from his Majefty before his 

/etting

fetting out for his government here, he may be 
dircdled hy his Majcfty to fignify in what way 
ihall be thought moft proper, that the clergy may 
enjoy their legal rights, and that his Majcfty will 
be gracioufly difpofed to protedl them therein 
from all unjuft attacks. 

By a paper of queries handed about it looks as 
if ibmc gentlemen defigned to have a committee 
appointed to examine into the behaviour of the 
fiiftiops and clergy in their paftoral cures : I muft 
own we are not faints, nor are we the greateft 
of tinners ; but what a committee fet on foot by 
fuch as have the views there is reafbn to fear too 
many have, may vote concerning our conduct, is 
eafily guefTed in general; and I hope will make 
no bad iihpreflion againft us with the unprgu- 
diced. But at the fame time I cannot but heartily 
wifli that thefc meafures may be prevented, which 
I have great reafbn to believe are fet on foot from 
EngJandf and defigned to be followed there, if 
they meet with fuccefs and encouragement here^

My Lord, Dublin, Aug. 9. 1737. 

Am fatisfied there is no occafion of fuggeitior 
to your Grace, that the Church of Englad 
and Ireland are fo interwoven in point of intcrefl, 
that one cannot fuffer, but the other wiU {boa 
fall into the fame diftrefs. Your own goodnds 
and concern for a lifter church, would fltfficiendy 
engage you to help us in our diftrefs, though wc 
were fure the example would not be followed on 
your fide of the water. 

This makes me apply to your Lordfhip in our 
prefent and our apprehended diflrefs. The Houfc 
of Commons here attacked the tithe of agifttnent 
laft feflion, and by their votes have fo far intimi- 
dated the Judges and the Clergy, that they have 
carried on no fuits fince, and especially to prevent 
any further ill confequences ; as the gentry here 
have almofl univerfally entered into an aflbcia- 
tion to fupport any perfon fued on that account 
by a common purfe in every county; and as they 
threatened to diflrcfs the clergy in all their other 
rights, if they offered to fue for agiftment. But 
though fome w^ere for venturing all this, and fuing 
for what in the courts here has been declared to be 
their right, yet as fome grave men in that Houlc 
promifed to think of fome temper to reconcile the 
laity and clergy on that point by fome reafonablc 
compofition to be enadled this feflion, we prevailed 

on 
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on all the clergy to fit quiet. But inftcad of any 
fuch propoial, the generality of the laity arc en- 
couraged to make farther attempts on the rights 
of the clergy ; and feveral in their difcourfes and 
fome queries that arc handed about in writing 
feem to defign taking away fome undoubted rights 
of the clergy, fuppofing the tithe of agiftment not 
due in fome parts of the kingdom where it has not 
been demanded till lately, and among other things 
they feem to defign taking away from Bifhops, if 
not part of their lands, yet at leaft all fines. How 
much the crown would fufFer, if fuch things 
go on, by lofing the weight the Bifliops muft 
have, by their eftates and authority at prefent, I 
need only fuggefi:; what I have to defire in be- 
half of myfelf and brethren, both on the bench 
and off of it, is that you would rcprefcnt our pre- 
fent ftate to his Majefty and the miniftry, that my 
Lord Lieutenant when he comes foon to receive 
his inftruftions from his Majefty before his coming 
hither, may be diredled to let it be known here to 
his Majefty's fervants and others, that it his Ma- 
jefty's intention to fupport the clergy in their 
juft rights, as he has been gracioufly pleafed to 
intimate in fome of his fpeeches in England^ and 
that he will take it ill of thofe who fhall attempt 
to raife heats and animofities here between the 
laity and the clergy. I have wrote to the fame 
purpofe to Sir Robert Walpoky but I make no 
doubt but your Grace's reprefentations on our 
behalf will have a much greater weight than 
any fuggeftions of mine.

My Lord, Dublin^ Aug. 16. 1737. 

TH E countenance and friendOiip I have met 
with from your Grace ever fince I came 
hither, makes mc give you this new trouble. 

The clergy here were laft feflion of parliament 
attacked in their rights by the Houfe of Com- 
mons, who palled leveral votes againft them and 
their right to tithe of agiflment. At the fame 
time fcvcral fcrious men of that Houfe gave us 
hopes that againft the next feflion fome temper 
might be found out to make that affair ea^ be- 
tween the clergy and laity ; but inftead of any 
hopes of doing fo, evil intentioned perfons have 
raifcd a worfe fpirit againil the clergy than had 
been railed then ; and if one may guefs by fbme 
words dropt by fome perfons, and by a paper pri- 
vately handed about, fome of them are difpofed 
to ftrip the Bifliops of fome of their lands, and 
the reft if not all the clergy, of feveral of their 
uncontroverted rights. And till this fpirit is laid, 
it is impoflible to hope for any compromife about 
the affair of agiftment. I am fure the oppreffing 

the 
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the opprcffing the Bifliops and Clergy here, will 
be very much to the damage of the Crown, and 
we hope it is his Majefly's intention to defend us 
and our rights as well as our brethren in England. 
And though I hope it will not be found fo eafy a 
work here to run down the Clergy, as fome ima- 
gine, yet I muft own their great fecurity, next 
under the Divine Providence, to be in his Majefty'a 
protedion ; but it would be much better to pre- 
vent any fuch attempts and the heats they muft 
occaiion, than finally to defeat them. 

I wrote to Sir Robert Walpole on this fubjedt, 
and defired that our Lord Lieutenant might 
be inftrudcd to let it be known here that it was 
his Majefty's full intention to protedt the Clergy 
here in their prefcnt juft rights, and that he (hould 
be offended with fuch as attempted to invade 
them. My rcqueft to your Grace is that jnou 
would join with Sir Robert Walpole in reprefcnt- 
ing thefe matters to his Majefty, and obtaining 
fuch inftru6tions to my Lord Lieutenant; and that 
you would in virtue of your particular friendfhip 
with my Lord Lieutenant, difpofc him to be the 
patron of the Clergy here in their prefent unhappy 
fituation, and engage him to let me from time to 
time apply to him in their behalf, as things fhall 
occur. I can afTure your Grace I (hall make no 
other ufe of fuch liberty and encouragement, than 
to promote peace and quiet, and his Majefty's fer- 
vice in this kingdom. I am.

My Lord, Dublin, Sept. 29. 1737. 

I Have had the honour of your Grace's letter 
relating to the addrefs to his Majefty delivered 
by the Lord Mayor and city of Dublin. I com- 
municated the matter to my Lord Chancellor and 
Mr. Speaker, who agreed that it was moft pro- 
per for my Lord Lieutenant to acquaint them 
that you had been fb kind as immediately to de- 
h'ver their addrefs to the King, and that his Ma- 
jefly received it very gracioufly, iince we had 
fent it as the government, and that we could not 
now return the anfwer in that capacity. I there- 
fore delivered your Lord/hips letter to my Lord 
Lieutenant, who fent for the Lord Mayor and 
Sheriffs, and acquainted them with the contents 
of your Grace's letter, of which probably he may 
have fent your Grace advice. 

The affair of reducing the gold has by the ma- 
nagement of the bankers and remitters, and the 
whole popilh party here, occaHoned a great deal 
of heat. The former are very unwilling to part 
with fo confiderable a part of their profit, though 
it vifibly tended to the ruin of the country, by 
running all our money into 4 /. pieces. I have 
in a particular manner been ill uied on this occa- 
lion, and monflrous (lories have been ipread about 
to enrage the people. 

It 
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It is poffible fome difcontented people may en-^ 
deavour to bring the affair into parliament, and 
make fome refledting votes on the council here, 
which by our conflitution has a power to check 
the proceedings of both Lords and Commons, I 
think they will not be able to carry any vote on 
that point ; but if they do^ I am fure the only 
check here on their heat at any time will be ta- 
ken away, except his Majefty is pleafed to fup-. 
port the council* In the whole affair I am fatis- 
fied, the aim of feveral is to deprefs the Englijh 
intereil here, which the more fome labour to de- 
prefs, the more neceffary will it be to fupport 
it here by his Majefty's authority. 

As for myfelf, I make no difficulty of retiring 
if it may be of any ufe, and indeed have of late 
been fo ill ufed in this affair, that nothing but his 
Majefty's fcrvice fhould hinder me from retiring. 

The heats in this town begin to cool, and 
would have been over by this time, if they had 
not been artfully kept up for a handle in another 
place*. I am.

charity, which to his great honour he fonnded in Dubiin for

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Wc have got pretty well through the attacks 
on the Church herein bills ; but I cannot anfwer 
but the Commons may make fome angry votes 
before their riling, particularly about agiftment, 
on occafion of a clergyman having imprudently 
given notice to his parifhioners to pay it on pain 
of being profecuted. He is ienfible of his error 
in not flaying till the feiTion was over, before 
giving notice ; but the affair having made a noife^ 
may probably produce fome votes. 

I am fatisfied our people are fet on here by 
fome correfpondents in England i we fhall defend 
ourfelves here as well as we can, but our lafl de« 
pendance is on the King>and council in England^ 

We entertain great hopes here of an accommo- 
dation being concluded with you. 

I heartily wifh the Church may efcape all at- 
tacks this feflion ; for I think every day it mufl 
be fcen, that the Church is not attacked purely 
on it's own account.

TH E trouble I give your Lordfhip is in fa- 
vour of the bearer, Mr. Norrrs, a Bachelor 
of Arts, of this college. It fcems he went over 
to England in expedation of fome preferment, 
but has met with a difappointment; but could, if 
he was ordained, be provided with a chaplain- 
ihip in one of the men of war defigned for the 
ff^efi Indies^ which he is willing to accept of. 
But as he is wholly a ftranger to any of the Bi- 
/hops of England^ and to any one there to recom- 
mend him for orders, he has wrote to his friends 
here to obtain a letter, fetting forth his charafter, 
that he may have (h? favour of being ordained. 
His tutor, Mr. Cartwrigbt» who is a perfon of 
worth and honour, gives the following account of 
him under his hand : 

Mr. Norris was niy pupil, he has taken the de- 
gree of Bachelor, and has a teflimonium to cer- 
tify it : he behaved himfelf with diligence and 
virtue, during his refidence in the college ; and 
fince he left it, I am well afTured his life has been 
innocent and induftrious.
